CALUMET, Dee. 24.—Four 
score persons, mostly children, 
were killed tonight at a Xmas 


celebration by copper mine strik- 
ers in an Italian hall because of 
a needless panic caused by a false 
alarm of fire. 

While several hundred miners 
and their wives looked on the 
children pressed eagerly towards 
the stage to receive Christmas| 
presents. In an instant a man’ 
put his head in at the door of the 
hall and yelled ‘‘Fire.’’ The ery 
was taken up by those in the hall,| 
Kveryone started for the doors. 
The weaker ones were thrown to 
the floor and those behind tried 
to climb over those ahead of them. 
The stairway and other avenues 
of egress were blocked so effec- 
tually that those inside eould:not, 
get out and those without could

Premier Sifton Announces the Ro. 
ceipt of Big 8um From J. D. 
McArthur 


REPRESENTS INTEREST ON 
A. & G. W. BONDS PROCEEDS 


Is at the Rate of 31/, Per Cent on 
$7,400,000 Since January 1, 
1910 


Premier Sifton announced to- 
day the receipt of a check for 
close to a milnon doliars in con- 
nection with interest arrears on 
the proceeds of the bond issue of 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway, and which was in the 
banks during the long period of 
litigation over the control of the 
money. 

The exact amount of the money 
represented by the check was 
$950,000, It is the interest on 
$7,400,000 at three and a half per 
cent since January 1, 1910, 

It will be remembered that of 
this amount the Royal Bank had 
six millions, the Union Bank one 
million and the Dominion Bank | 
$400,000, Under the terms of the 
agreement by which J. D. Me- 
Arthur took over the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railway he was 
to pay this acerued interest to the 
province, this morn- 
ing représents the result of the 
arrangements made by him witlt 
the banks. The Union and Do- 
minion banks, when the litigation 
started, paid the deposits held by 
them into court.

Quite Happy Because, Having Had 
Enough to Buy Turkey, He 
Had 25c Left 


(From Evening Edition). 

Frequenters of the produce market 
who @eferred purchasing their Christ- 
mas turkey ‘until the last minute, 
made a mistake from a financial point 
of view, there being comparatively 
few birds to select from, while the tap 
price was four or five cents per 1b. 
more than the same quality could 
have been had for on Saturday and 
during the earlier part of the week, 
It must be admitted that the market 
was a rather disappointing one, and 
reflected a state of matters in the 
city which it is hoped the exercise 
of the true Christmas spirit amongst 
those to whom hard times are only 
hearsay will do mucn to alleviate. 
Most of the sellers on the Rice street 
enclosure, when asked to compare the 
present festive season with that of 
last year, shook their heads rather 
dolefully, and remarked that not even 
the lower prices now prevailing have 
had the desired effect in promoting 
busineas. Most kinds of produce 
have cortainly been cheaper recently 
than in December.a year ago, es- 
pecially poultry, which’are from 3c 
to 5c easier to buy, while potatoes 
show a dbfferenée of about 20c per 
bushel in favor ofthe buyer. Butter 
is just about the same, while, on the 
ether hand, eggs are, if anything, a 
trifle dearer, the former being sold at 
30c to 35c, while the latter have! 
touched 66c per dozen. Coal, which 
is just as important a factor in | 
making of a happy Christmas as any 
of the other items on the market, has 
also been cheaper, although the 
change to colder weather induced the 
teamsters, who had been glad to gell 
at $4 per ton, to clap on an extru 
quarter or two, im the hope, possibly, 
of helping to make their own Christ- 
mas a merrier one than recent. dul) 
trade had foretold for them, The 
market was, as had been hinted, far 
from being crowded, but there was 
still a quantity of Christmas fare 
available for late comers, and those 
who could not afford turkey (which 
in some instances were sold at 2U0c) 
might be able to get at least a good 
chicken or two at the reasonable 
price of 16c per Ib. It may be re- 
marked, however, that not everyone 
who bought a turkey today could 
really afford to do so from a strictly 
provident and economical! point of 
view. There was one Dutchman, at 
any rate, who, while certainly ‘“‘tak- 
ing thought for tomorrow,” did not 
seem at all anxious about the day 
after tomorrow, “I see people buy- 
ing turkey,” he said to the Bulletin,
